T Hat where the Petitioners having repreſented to this Parliament, That 


they in conſideration that their Colledge was exceedingly decayed 


had adventured to ere and j.in a new Building therero, without any 


other Fond; But the Charitable Aſſiſtance of Noblemen, Gentlemen and others 
both at home and Abroad, and the Contribution being expended , ' and the 
Work uncompleat; It pleaſed his Majeſties High Commiſſioner, and Honour- 
able Eſtates of Parliament, to allow the Petitioners the Vacant Stipends of ſuch 
Churches, whereof cheEacl Mariſhal andEarl of Kintore were Parcons,hut the At 
was reſtricted only to. endure till this Seflion of Pariiament; And 1ecing few of 
theſe Churches have Vaicked, and the Stipend of thoſe chat are Vacant, being 
near: Exhauſted, by the twenty Merks payed, to ſuch as Preach art the ſeveral 
pariſh Churches our ew building lyes ſtill uncompleat,and it wil rake a Con- 
fiderable ſumm to finiſh the ſaid Work, _ 4nd the Royall Burrows in Conſide- 
ration thereof, were pleaſed at their laſt Gzneral Convention at Aherdeen to bh:- 

ſtow upon us a Generous Aſſiſtance, and it being his Majeſtic and Royall Pre- 
deceſſors, their Conſtant Care to provide for Univerſities and Colledges, and to 
allow them Supplies for repairing and upholding their Fabricks : The Petitions 
ers have preſumed to make this new Addreſs ro his Grace and Honourable 
Eſtares of Parliament, Humbly craving, That not only the former Act, aliow- 
ing the Petitioners the Vacant Stipends of the Churches of Foveratn, New-['eer, 
Saint Brid:s alias Dunnottar, Fettereſſo, Old Deer, Auchredie, Langside, Feer- 
bead, Saint Fergus, King Edward, and any other whereof the Earl Mariſhal an4 
Earl ofXintore are undoubtcd Patrons, may be allowed and continued for ſuch a 
competent time, as His Grace and Eſtares of Parliament ſhall think fir. Bur 
alſo in conſideration of the necefliry. That the Old Fabrick lyes under to be ce- 
paired, and the New Work to be compleated; Your Grace and Honourab'e 
Eſtates of Parliament, would be pleaſed ro allow the Peritioners ſome parc of rhe 
Biſhops Rents, or ſome othet more certain and ſure Fond thenthe Caſual Vacanc 
Stipends, for the uſe and ends aforeſaid; And the rather becauſe the Honours 
abie Members of the laſt Viſitation of Colledges , in .conſideration of the Pre- 
miſſes, by their Act in 4»gut 1696, Recommended the Petitioners 10 the Lords 
of Theſaury, that they might beſtow upon them any Fond, rat might be 
moſt-Effetual for the Uſes foreſaid,
